UNITED STATES 
PUTS JAPAN ON 
ARMS BLACKLIST 


Washington, 
Jan.

AP* —The 
United States was disclosed today to 
have blacklisted Japan from further 
purchase 
of 
either 
airplanes 
or 
bombs in this country because of 
Japanese army bombings o! civilian 
populations in China. 
Tile ban. which went into effect 
last July I, did not prevent Japan 
from buying nearly $9,000,000 worth 
of American aircraft earlier in 1938 
All countries whose armed forces 
bomb civilians are included in the 
ban, but thus far Japan and Spain 
are the only countries found en­ 
gaged in such practices. 
Spain is 
prevented 
from 
purchasing 
any 
munitions in this country by a spe­ 
cial embargo act passed in 1937. 
This information was contained in 
the annual report of the national 
munitions control board submitted 
to the senate today. Secretary Hull 
is chairman of the board, on which 
also sit the secretaries of the treas­ 
ury. war, navy and commerce. 
After his condemnation of govern­ 
ments whose armies bomb civilian 
populations, Hull last year asked 
all American manufacturers and ex­ 
porters of airplanes to co-operate in 
preventing 
American 
aircraft 
or 
aerial munitions from being sold to 
those countries. 
The 
board 
re|)orted 
that 
all 
manufacturers “with only one out­ 
standing exception” had conformed 
to this policy and that the flow of 
planes and munitions to such coun­ 
tries had virtually ceased. ’The lone 
exception was not named. 
The report disclosed that the sale 
of American munitions abroad more 
than doubled in 1938. amounting to 
$94,209,532.23 as compared with $45,- 
076,316 in 1937. 
Military or com­ 
mercial aircraft represented more 
than half the total.

any longer — we had been treating 
I it so pathetically shabbily. 
Had 
modern 
authoritarian 
states 
not 
arisen to challenge the life of de­ 
mocracy it might conceivably have 
, rotted in our hands. 
But as it 
stands now. with our present mood. 
we may become sufficiently willing 
to sacrifice enough for it to save it. 
Democracy Worth Defending 
"And we do believe that democracy 
is worth putting something into in 
order to save it. By nature it seems 
best adapted to tile highest ends of 
the human spirit, anc! true democ­ 
racy is surely rooted first of all in 
! the heart of the Christian religion. 
It is no mere accident that the 
I democratic 
order 
of society 
has 
found its most wholesome expres- 
jsion In those lands where there has 
at the same time existed the free 
practice of the Christian faith. 
OI 
course, wherever religion has ex­ 
pressed itself of a strictly authori­ 
tarian or hierarchical system de­ 
mocracy has fared poorly. 
Autoc­ 
racy in religion and autocracy in 
government walk along together 
! 
"H ie doctrine of the sovereignty 
of the individual soul before God 
and in .society is at the heart of our 
free Christian faith and is funda­ 
mental for democracy. 
No one can 
I ever doubt that Jesus gave place and 
stature to individuals. He took their 
creation in God’s image as the stamp 
of eternal and infinite value. He al­ 
ways saw individual laces and never 
allowed them to become dissolved 
into one vast vague blur of the 
crowd. In connection with the prob­ 
lem of sabbath observance He once 
severely jarred the encrusted souls 
of some pious ritualists of liis time 
by bringing religion down to eartli 
where men walk and live, when he 
declared, ‘How much is a man ol 
more value than a sheep.’ 
Revolts by “Sick Men" 
“Sheep go by flocks 
Men go by 
individuals. When you move outside 
the democratic pattern in the or­ 
ganization of society sheep are of 
more value than men. 
An authori­ 
tarian state and an authoritarian 
religion alike make sheep out of 
men. They like them better as sheep 
than as men. They can shear them 
for their wool; use them as sacri­ 
fices on the altars of nationalistic 
'Shrines dedicated to greed, preju­ 
dice, and finally war. Sheep can be 
herded easily. 
They follow 
with 
such dumb senseless purpose. 
They 
can be used for the ends of the few. 
the special privileged of God who in 
church or state have been given, so 
they say. divine rights to determine 
the destinies of men like sheep. 
"Sheep should be kept dumb and 
ignorant, and so men have been kept 
in certain notoriously church-dom­ 
inated areas of the earth. 
Many of 
the great revolutions of both past 
and present have been, and are. the 
revolts of men who have at least be­ 
come sick and tired of being kept 
under the slatish dominance of some 
I divine caste of church and state and 
who are desperately determined to 
become men. 
Authoritarian religion 
has abused that grand doctrine of 
meekness and at the same time that 
it has persuaded sinful and deprav­ 
ed man to be subservient to Deity 
it has moulded him to become and 
remain meekly subservient to God s 
chosen few. the priests and the rul­ 
ers, who, 'they would say. through 
some ordinance of special favor by 
God are themselves not so sinful and 
depraved. 
Men, who through a re­ 
ligious system, are kept in bondage 
to a consciousness of their utter de­ 
pravity and worthlessness, never do 
come to the stature of self-respec­ 
ting human beings who make good 
material for a democratic order of 
life where human beings can led 
free and equal and ot a genuine 
worth. 
Democratic society is made 
up of men who ure not slaves. 
"Men who have been made sheep 
to some authority in religion are 
thereby ready sheep for secular gov­ 
ernment. 
This is the reason why, 
when, both church and state iii any 
land desire to be in authority over 
sheepish men, they usually find it 
helpful to get together to work their 
plot against humanity, and do it al­ 
ways in the name of God. 
An 
authoritarian church cannot thrive 
iii a democratic state, nor can an 
authoritarian state countenance a 
thoroughly democratic religion. The 
two never can agree and are a1- j 
ways in conflict. 
For this reason a 
church in a democracy, w’hose ad- , 
he rents are anxious to preserve that 
democracy, had better be a church 
that honestly and aggressively sup­ 
ports the principles of democracy, 
and not merely a copy nor even a 
half copy of some religious system 
adjusted 
to an 
authoritarian so- j 
eiety and merely transplanted over 
into a democracy. 
"It is a serious question whether 
some branches of our own chui ch 
are not dominated by a thought and ; 
psychology which in more indigenous j 
and natural to an authoritarian soil 
out of which Lutheranism sprang to ( 
America. 
Some oi us were made a 
bit red In the face tile other day 
when a prominent leader who tx1 ars 
the

our 
denomination ; 
though belonging to a branch other 
than our own, testified beton* the 
Dies investigating committee to the , 
effect that the Federal Council of .

created in historic times will sur­

The present system is likely to 
continue, he concluded from a study 
of it measured by the Pareto curve. 
a 
mathematical 
method 
invented 
by the Italian economist. Vilfredo 
Pareto, 
to 
show 
distribution 
of 
wealth, talents or other things in an 
entire population 
Measured by this curve tin* poor 
have not been getting poorer and 
the rich richer 
Wealth distribution 
has not changed much. 
“George 
Washington.'' said 
Mi 
Snyder, “or Stephen Girard or even 
Thomas Hancock, the rich men oi 
colonial days, amassed as great a 
fortune, 
tor 
their 
generation, 
as 
John D Rockefeller or Henry Ford 
in our own." 
The Pareto curve, applied to in­ 
come tax records, shows that al­ 
though prices, production and na­ 
tional income have been fluctuating, 
there has been "remarkably slight" 
variation 
in 
the 
distribution 
of 
wealth, 
Most remarkable, he said, is the 
further fact that, the records of Eng­ 
land. 
Germany 
and 
France, 
as 
shown in income taxes, distribute 
wealth in about the same propor­ 
tions as in the United States. 
All 
this, he declared, .suggests that there 
is a "law ’ at work which regulates 
size and distribution of fortunes 
The explanation, he weal on. is 
that these fortunes are distributed 
just the same as the money-making 
talents. 
It is not a fact, he de­ 
clared, that any large proportion ol 
the wealth} inherit Uieir riches. 
In 25 of the greatest fortunes in 
each generation since the American 
revolution there is but a single in­ 
stance of great wealth built on a 


considerable inheritance, he added 
That was the fortune of the lute 
Andrew W. Mellon 
Spoliation of the rich, he thought, 
would have little effect but "would 
apparently result in placing untold 
millions upon the relief rolls per­ 
manent )y."

that “feverish" expansion of m ili­ 
tary and commercial air fleets by 
foreign 
nations 
was 
challenging 
America's aviation leadership. 
The committee, which does funda­ 
mental research in the science of 
flying, recommended setting up a 
laboratory to experiment with air­ 
plane structures. 
“It is not only a good policy from 
a financial standpoint," its annual 
report said, “but also vital from the 
standpoint of national defense, that 
American aircraft have a perfor­ 
mance equal or superior to that of a 
potential enemy 
“Mere numbers of aircraft, how­ 
ever, are not in themselves sufficient 
for an adequate modern air force 
It is of even greater Importance that 
the aircraft be of the most effective 
design." 
The committee declared that "the 
crisis in Europe in the fall of 1938 
brought forcibly to worldwide atten­ 
tion the overshadowing influence of 
air power in international affairs ’’ 


It showed for the first time, mem­ 
bers said, how a nation with super­ 
ior air strength can dominate or at 
least throw fear into the hearts of a 
civilian population. 
The committee urged that factory 
production of American planes be 
stepped up. that more funds be ap­ 
propriated for aeronautical research, 
that both military and naval air 
forces be increased, and that experi­ 
ments be continued with 11 giller- 
than-air craft.

Jan. 9 * Apt - A sug­ 
gestion that a new d ep artm en t of 
penal affairs be created, an d with it 
a full-time, five-man board of par­ 
dons. was advanced today for tile 
incoming republican adm inistration 
by a member of tile outgoing demo­

Secretary of W elfare Charles I 
Engard set forth his proposal in a 
public statement. 
He also recommended indeterm i­ 
nate sentences for sex criminals, reg­ 
istration of all aliens and deporta­ 
tion of alien criminals, establish­ 
ment of farms for short-term pris­ 
oners, and transfer of two bureaus 
from his own departm ent to the 
projected departm ent ol penal a f­ 
fairs. 
The new branch of Hie .tate gov­ 
ernm ent is needed, Engard held, "to 
better supervise tile penal and cor­ 
rectional institutions." 
At present. 
; jurisdiction over places of correc- 
, tion. and over prisoners, is divided 
between the departm ents of Wel­ 
fare and Justice. 
The secretary of W eliare found 
“unsatisfactory" Pennsylvania’s pres­ 
ent system of handling probation, 
parole and pardon of prisoners. 
The job is split between the coun­ 


ty courts and the board of pardons, 
which now consists of cabinet m em ­ 


bers who necessarily can give that 
phase of their work only part of 
their time. 
Edgard would set up a paid board 
of experts. 
He would give them ten 
year terms, to attract "the highest 
type of citizens" and remove them
